A covering letter with this piece, signed Y. Okita, and dated 24th Dec., 
1909, says :—** The Ozushi or Shrine with the figure of Happi-no-Benzaiten—Goddess 
Benten with eight arms—was formerly belonged to the Daimyo of Inuyama, Owari 
Province, whose name is Naruse Haitonosho. The Daimyo kept it for a long time as the 
guardian-god. In 1894, when there was the war between Japan and China, one of the 
Samurai who was the subject of Daimyo of Inuyama, was an Army officer, and he made 
great merit in the war. In 1895, when he triumphed to Japan from the battle-field, the 


Daimyo welcomed him greatly, and gave this guardian God shrine to him as the present. « 


This officer, before he die he gave this shrine to his younger sister, who is married a man 
named Okawa Chuji. ‘‘ This Mr. Okawa met with some necessity of money, and wished 
to sell this Shrine. It was found out by me and bought up at the end of December, 1907.” 

The Shrine is further interesting as showing the over-lap of Shinto by Buddhism, and 
illustrative of the Ryobu Shinto Sect. Benten, the only female among the Shinto seven 
Gods of Good Fortune, might, as here represented, be mistaken for the Buddhist Kwannon, 
were it not for the Torii and the white serpent with human head upon her brows.. 

Another interesting point about this Shrine, is that rough semi-precious stones have 
been incrusted in the ground to give colour effect. (Ex Behrens Collection). 


Kodansu (cabinet for holding papers), the following is the description in J. L. Bowes’ Catalogue : 
Lot 1886, illustrated as frontispiece in Chromolithography. ‘‘ A most important and 
interesting example by Kajikawa Kinjiro, by whom it is signed; the founder of the 
school of that name, and lacquer worker in ordinary to Iyetsuna, the fourth Shogun of 
the Tokugawa line, who ruled from 1650-1680 A.D. It was preserved by his successors in 
the capital until the year 1867, when it was sent to the Paris Exhibition (by Noriyoshi, the 
fifteenth Shogun, and last of his line, from whom it was purchased direct). 

“ The example is conspicuous for the brilliancy and perfection of its manipulation, and 
for the number and importance of the various processes introduced. 

“It is of square form, fitted with nineteen drawers, protected by open guards. The fittings 
are of chased silver and shakudo. Size: height, 26 ins. ; width, 25 ins. ; and depth, 133 ins.”’ 

The following is extracted from the Catalogue of the Paris Exhibition, 1867 :—** Cabinet 
riche, a compartments de grand dimension en vieilles laques de toutes couleurs assemblage 
des plus belles laques de Japon. Trés nombreuses et trés délicates incrustations. Cette 
piéce exceptionelle est remarquable par son ancienneté et le fini de son exécution.”
